John McCall, of Littlestown, one 
j of the oldest engineers on the Northern 
Central railroad, made bis last 
run 
1 Friday evening, when he died of fright 
j shortly after he was slightly injured 
I in a collision on the Frederick branch 
of the Northern Central 
railroad, a 
short distance east of Stony Brook, at 
the York Valley Lime and Stone com­ 
pany quarries, near Hallam. 
He had charge of locomotive No. 
4134, and was shifting cars He backed 
a “ liattlenhip” loaded with soft coal 
in on a siding at the quarry, and after 
coming off the siding reversed the 
locomotive to go on 
another siding, 
j The brakeman ou the coal car applied 
j the baud brakes when the car reached 
the end and ihe car drifted down the 
siding, which is on a 
heavy grade 
When the brakeman realized that be 
aas unable to hold the car he shouted 
a warning to McCall, who may or may 
not have hear ’ it. 
A 
moment later 
the heavy steel car side swiped 
the 
locomotive cab, tearing the right side 
entirely off and throwing 
McCall lo 
the track, where he was pinned be­ 
tween th** parallel 
liars and driving 
wheels of the locomotive. 
♦ SAWED OFF MAN S WOODEN LEO 
The crew with great difficulty 
re 
: moved the injured man from his post 
I tion. and only succeeded after sawing 
off his wooden leg. which was fastened 
under the engine in such a way that 
it was impossible to move the man 
otherwise. 
Ih e accident occurred at 
about 5 45 and the engineer died at 
6.30 o’clock from fright, his injuries 
consisting ouly of a slight gash in the 
forehead, the index finger of his left 
hand cut off ami the left thumb brok­ 
en.

accident could not be remembered by 
any of the oldest engineers on the road.

One of the most distinguished visl 
tors Gettysburg bss had this year came 
to town Friday afternoon unanaounc 
ed to make a brief stay here in order 
to take the trip over the battlefield 
The visitor was Jacob A. 
Riis, the 
noted author and lecturer, and known 
principally for his work on the East 
Side, New York. 
Mr. Riis had lectured in Lebanon 
on Thursday night and finding that be 
had a "day off" determined 
ta take 
advantage of the opportunity to visit 
Gettysburg. 
He spent the 
greater 
part of the afternoon walking about 
town and called a t The Times office 
Mr. Riis for many years reported 
po 
lice court in New York City and 
in 
this way learned what he terms "the 
wrongs of the slum s’’ which inspired 
his "How the Other Half Lives.*’ 
Friday evening a few of the citizens 
of town called upon him at the Eagle 
Hotel and be consented to address the 
college students in chapel this morn­ 
ing. 
A number of town people were 
also present to hear his address which, 
though only 40 minutes long, was one 
of the most impressive ever delivered 
in Brea Chapel. 
It was full of strik ­ 
ing sentences among which were the 
follow ing: 
* ‘Get under the world with your 
shoulder and give it a boost. ’* 
“Don’t consider the public as a 
money making m achine.' 
" If any one tells you this country is 
going to the demo I tion 
bow wows, 
laugh in his face and 
tell 
him he 
doesn’t know what he is talking about. 
This is the Lord's country, 
not the 
Devil’s .’’ 
"Follow Roosevelt and you cannot 
go far amiss. 
His motto is 'I would 
rather bs faithful than be famous. ’ " 
Mr. Riis intimacy w ith the ex-preai 
dent ie well known. 
' 'Be ready. 
There ie no such thing 
ae lock expect as you are prepared to 
take hold of every opportunity that 
presents itself. '* 
" It is easy to die for one's country 
hut hard to live for it. * 
"D on't worry about your future. 
Do what yon have to do with all your 
might and th* future will take care 
of Itself. " 
I Mr. R »is told in an interesting man­ 
ner of the work in 
th* slums with 
which he has lieen 
so prominently 
identified. 
His talk was a rare treat 
and it was a great pity that more town 
lieople did not koow al 4 tut it. 


On next Tuesday a joint meeting of 
the stockholders of the Washington, 
Frederickand Gettysburg, Frederick anc 
Middletown, and the Jefferson and Brad­ 
dock Heights railway will be held when 
the plan for merging these three com 
panics will he considered. 
It is con 
fidently expected that the plan w ill be 
favorably considered by the stockhold 
era. 
If the vote be favorable to this 
plan the new concern, formed of the 
merged companies will be known as 
the Frederick Railway Company and 
w ill in all likelihood be capitalized 
at $1,500,000 of which $1,250,000 w ill 
be common stock and $250,000 preferr­ 
ed stock. 
The bonds of all 
three of 
the companies which are to be com­ 
bined w ill be retired, and new bonds 
will be issued covering the entire pro­ 
perty. This bond issue, it is said, will 
be less then the total present bonded 
indebtedness of the three companies 
and will probably be between $400 OOO 
and $500,000. 
According to the Frederick News 
the extension of 
the Washington. 
Frederick and Gettysburg Railway is 
also in view. 
The road is now in 
operation 
between 
Frederick and 
Thurmont, a distance of 16 miles, as a 
steam railway. 
Its extension through 
Emmitsburg to 
Gettysburg, Pa., 
is 
contemplated. 
At Gettysburg impor­ 
tant connections with existing lines 
would be made. 
It is also understood 
here that a trolley line now in opera­ 
tion between 
Hanover 
and L ittles­ 
town, P a .,may be extended to Gettys­ 
burg. 
If this is done, and the W. F. 
& and G. is converted into an electric 
railway, Frederick w ill have trolley 
connection via. Gettysburg, Hanover, 
York, 
Lancaster, 
etc., 
through to 
Boston.Mass..and other points in New 
England. 
"Owing to the heavy character of 
the freight hauled by the Washington, 
Frederick and Gettysburg Railway, it 
is thought that even should this line 
5e eventually electrified, steam would 
still be used for freight purposes, 
the 
company using possibly a large elec­ 
tric motor to pull the cars 
through 
Frederick, in order to 
comply with 
the city franchise. ’’

Policy on L ift of Hor Husband, Who 


lo Missing, lo Unpaid, and No Claim 
H at Bosn Put In For tho Insurance. 
Mother of Dead Woman Also M iss­ 
ing. 


New York, Dec. 4.—The throe great 
companies in which 
Mrs. Ocey W. 
Snead held Ufo insurance for upwards 
of $10,000, announced that they will 
refuse to honor their policies until it 
has been proven that the body of the 
half-etarved young woman found in 
the bathtub of an unfurnished house 
in East Orange, N. J., on Monday last, 
Is that of Mrs. Snead. 
The policy for $24,000 on the life of 
her husband, Fletcher Snead, who is 
missing, is also unpaid, and no claim 
has been put in for the insurance. A 
company agent, detailed to the case, 
said: 


Doubt Her Death. 


“We do not believe Snead Is dead. 
We do not know that Mrs. Snead is 
dead. It seems Incredible that any 
woman, not hypnotised or drugged, 
could be persuaded to endure such suf­ 
fering and 
bodily privation aa this 
poor girl now in the morgue under­ 
went lf she had any claims on the ties 
of blood and family devotion. 
"We do know that three separate 
sets of policies in duplicate on the life 
of Mrs. Snead were issued hi favor of 
her aunt Mise Virginia Wardlaw, now 
under arrest at Bast Orange, on the 
plea, hi each instance, that the pre­ 
vious set had been lost. Was money 
borrowed on those duplicates? Wa do 
not know." 
The police were busy with a bundle 
of papers and scattered memoranda 
left by Miss Wardlaw hi a drug store, 
and recently discovered. 
They con­ 
tained thousands of words of a compi­ 
lation on insurance pol lei ce and what 
could be borrowed on them, mingled 
Irrelevantly with letters of recommen­ 
dation from some of the foremost edu­ 
cators of the country, and all testifying 
to the refinement of sensibility and In­ 
tellectuality of the grim old woman 
who now sits obstinately mute in a 
prison cell. 
Men of Letters In Case. 
Such names are signed to them ss 
Alice 8. Freeman, president of Wel­ 
lesley college; Alexander T. Ormand. 
professor of medical adance at Prince­ 
ton university; Charles Young, pro­ 
fessor of English lfteraturs st Colum­ 
bia university, and others. 
In addition the papers Indicate that 
young Mrs. Snead was the daughter 
of Colonel Robert M. Martin, who once 
lived handsomely in New York and 
left her a fortune of $100,00. which 
has completely disappeared. 
His widow. Mrs. Snead’s mother, 
has also disappeared ss utterly as her 
sou-tn-law. Fletcher Snead. 
The mother and sister of Miss Ward­ 
law. who are living in lodgings In 
New York. still refuse to fo to Bast 
Orang# to Went tty the body supposed 
to he Mrs. Snead’s, and will not dis­ 
cuss their family affairs. Tbs insur­ 
ance companies insist, however, that 
all theae detail# must be thoroughly 
ventilated before the policies are paid.

Dec. 4.—Lottie Manning- 
ar. the little girl who was found dead 
on the roof at $05 Eleventh avenue, 
choked to death on a piece of chewing 
gum. 
The coroner’s autopsy, which 
Dr 
Otto Schultz* and 
Dr. 
Philip 
O’Hanlon held, revealed the piece of 
gum caught fast In the child’s larynx 
They assigned it as the cause of the 
child’s death. 
The police, who had been working 
on the theory that the little girl had 
been maltreated before she died, and 
that death might have been the imme­ 
diate result of brutal treatment, ac­ 
cepted the coroner’s verdict. 
There 
were no signs on the body to show 
that such a theory was tenable. 
The 
only thing yet for them to do, they 
say. is to find out how the child hap­ 
pened to be on the housetop a couple 
of doors away from ber own borne. 
They said that she probably had wan­ 
dered there of her own accord. 


Children Carry Water to School. 
Williamsport Pa.. Dec. 4—Fallowing 
a warning from the board of health 
for all consumers to boil their drink­ 
ing water, the public school authori­ 
ties ordered the children to take boil­ 
ed water in bottles with them to the 
schools. They will be allowed no other 
kind. This arrangement will hold until 
the school authorities can provide the 
means for bolling water supplied at 
the school buildings. 


R. R. Tax Fight In U. 8. Supreme Sourt 
Mobile, Ala.. Dec. 4.—The fight of 
the interstate railroads on the Ala 
bama foreign franchise tax. involving 
$137,035, will come up before the su­ 
preme court of the United States on 
Dec. IS. For two years the roads have 
paid the taxes under protest $68,694 
in 1908. and 968.441 in 1909. The lower 
courts and the state supreme court 
have upheld the law. which has 
bitterly attacked.
